LETTER 10 THE EDITOR 


To the Editor: 

I would like to inform the people 
of the town of Bethel some. of. the 
facts about the so-called Hogdon 
Road leading 40 and: across Danny 
Jong's property in East Bethel, 

1. The town was asked to accept 
the road in 1840. It was accepted 
in 1841. 

2, The road was found on maps. 
af 1858 and also 1880, 

3. An eye wilness watched the 
town maintain. the road in 1909, 

4, It was brought up for discon- 
tinuance in 1937 and was turned 
down, 

5. In 1945, a neighboring farmer 
was asked by the town road com- 
missioner to cut and yard hemlock 
stringers from his own land so 
bridge repairs could be performed 
on the read, This man delivered new 
stringers to bridge site and was paid 
by the town for the timber. 

6, In the 1950's, the town again 
fixed bridges and hauled in gravel 
for the road, _ 

In the 50's, 60's, and again in 1973, 
the town has furnished plank for this 
road. 

The county commissioners are in 
the process of laying out lost and 
doubtful boundaries of the Hogdon 
Road. This is not a new road, but 
the boundaries of an existing road, 

This road has been found to be in: 
existence for the last 133 years. 

It ig the closest and most prac- 
Ucable way of reaching a forest fire 
on that part of the mountain on the 
East Bethel side within two or three 
miles. Water can be pumped year 
round up the mountain from fire 
fighting equipment from the road 
itself,
